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(J^The New York Courier &. Enquirer has 
a calm and dispassionate article upon the resto- 
ration of the Missouri compromise. That paper 
seems to suppose that even the next Congress 
may restore it. There is supposed to be a ma- 
jority for it in the House, and the New York 
loggesta that Senators Pu^h of Ohio, 
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In the first place it is contended that the Re- 

f»ublican party are aiming at and desire a disso- 
ution of the Union, or a severence of the ties 
that bind the North to the South. We are 
charged with favoring aggressive measures, and 
laboring to insult the people of the Southern 
States. No facts are presented to sustain tire 
various assertions that are heaped one upon an- 
ttber day after day, in support of these 
oKrges; and pro-slavery writers, if they are 
capable of comprehending the meaning of lan- 
guage, must be aware of the fact that the peo- 
ple ol Ohio do not in the least degree favor ag- 
gression upon the Southern States The plat- 
form adopted by the American Convention at 
Cleveland and the resolutions passed by the 
Columbus Convention are plain enough on this 
point. 

The position of the Anti-Nebraska party is 
clearly stated to be non-interfrrence with the 
constitutional rights of the South, but united and 
determined oppo ition to the further extension 
of slavery. This is oui platform, and it is upon 
this, so far as regards the slavery question, 
that the battle must be fought. — Cincinnati Ga- 
zette. 



Clayton of Delaware, Dodge of Wisconsin, 
Stewart of Michigan, Crittenden of Kentucky. 
of North Carolina, ami Pi»rce of Mary- 
land may vote iu favor of it. Mr. Crittenden 
deprecated the repeal of the Missouri compro- 
mise, but we do not believe that he will go for 
the restoration, inasmuch as this would invotve 
a breach of national faith toward the settlers in 
Kansas and Nebraska. We do not think there 
is a possibility of the next Senate's agreeing t» 
the restoration, and, even if such a bill were t* 
be passed by both houses, it would certainly be 
arrested by the veto of President Pierce, whose 
hopes are all centered in the South. 

In our opinion, the restoration of the Missouri 
compromise would, in its application to Kansas 
and Nebraska, be wrong, palpably wrong. 
Congress prcclaimed last year to all who might 
go to Kansas and Nebraska, that they should 
have the right to decide by their own votes the 
question of slavery there. Uud*r that assurance, 
many thousands of her sons have gone there. 



The entire press in the Northern States that 
favor the new Abolition party, which has lately 
the name of "Republican," abound 
l like this taken from the Gazette. 
At the logic of this party Southern men are 
amazed, and are at a loss whether to attribute 
their strangf proposition to coo' impudence or 
ignorant simplicity— we beg pardon if the terms 
are harsh. This Cincinnati editor, for instance, 
tells the South with all the apparent earnestness 
of one who thinks himself vindicating tru'h 
and justice, that the anti-Nebraska party do 
not intend to interfere with the Consti- 
rights of the South, but is deter- 
that slavery shall not be extended 
over any more territory. It seems that this 
party entirely ignores any Constitutional right 
of the South to any participation in territory 
that may have been or that hereafter may be 
Quired by the United States, no matter how 
rSth territory the country may acquire. South- 
ern blood or Southern treasure may be used to 
acquire it, yet, when it shall have been obtain- 
ed, it must all be for the use and benefit of the 
people of the North. It is a libel on the justice 
and the intelligence of the framers of the Con- 
stitution to charge them with having framed a 
constitution and inaugurated a government ca- 
pable of perpetrating a wrong so vile, or of sanc- 
tioning a piinciple so palpably unjust. A gov- 
ernment, based upon a principle so unjust, so 
unequal in its operation, so injurious to a large 
portion of its own people, could not long exist, 
for the reason that it would not be worth pre- 
serving. 

The people of the South hold that it would be 
an outrageous and insufferable violation of their 
Constitutional right? for the people of the North 
to deny admission to a State into the Union 
merely because it applied for admission with a 
constitution recognizing slavery. And it is mere 
mockery, the veriest trifling, for the editors of the 
Fre- soil press to assert that such a course 
would not be, in spirit and in substance, an in- 
terference with the constitutional rights of the 
South. In the absence of any restriction in the 
Constitution of the right to make or admit slave 
St*tes, the right exists in Congress, for the Con- 
Ation confers on Congress the right to admit 
new States, without any qualification as to 
whether they shall be free or slave States. 
Congress has no other power than merely to ad - 
mit or exclude a State that asks to be admitted. 
There is nothing in the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States which gives to*Congress the right to 
legislate as to what shall or shall not be proper- 
ty. Property, its rights, its duties, its descrip- 
tion, and its liabilities, are all placed under the 
control and jurisdiction of the local govern- 
ments. This is just as true of the territories as 
it is of the States, and no one questions the cor- 
rectness of the propos.tion as to the States. 

We presume that every one will admit that 
there is no power given by the Constitution to 
Congress to compel a territory to form itself 
into a State, adopt a constitution, and apply for 
admission. A territory may remain outside of 
the Union for one or for one hundred years, as 
its people shall elect. But the people must of 
necessity have a government during that time, 
and there is nothing to prevent them from form- 
ing one to suit their own views. In framing 
that government, the people will of course have 
the right to settle all questions and make ail 
laws relating to property, defining what shall be 
property, and how it shall be held; and if in the 
exercise of that right they choose to establish 
property in slaves, they have the unquestionable 
right to do so. After they have done this, they 
have the rif/.t to ask for admission into the 
Union; and to refuse them merely because they 
h«l exercised an undoubted right, would be 
u^fct , and contrary to the spirit of the Consti- 
tution. The practical and successful exercise 
of the power of thr free 8tates to prevent the 
admission of any more slave States would surely 
result sooner or later in the dissolution of the 
Union.

guaranteed to them would, in oar view, be per- each of which has been well 
fidy and dishonor. Still we do not believe that 
the South should or would make the mere res- 
toration of the compromise an occasion for the 
dissolution of the Union. If Kansas ask to be 
admitted into the Union as a slave State, and if 
Congress refuse to admit her as such, she can 
remain a territory for even an indefinite number 
of years without any very material damage to 
her own actual interests or the interests of the 
South.

Plums were exhibited in great variety, but ex- 
cept Bolmar's Washington, Jefferson and Duanes 
Purple we noticed nothing very fine. 

Peaches will continue to improve both in size 
and appearance for some weeks yet to come un- 
til the later sorts begin to ripen. Among the 
best exhibited on Saturday, we would reckon 
Cole's Early Red, Crawford's Early, and a 
fine cling introduced into this vicinity by Wm. 
H. Pope, Esq. By the bye, Crawford's Early 
is some days in advance of its season, and was 
exhibited by a single cultivator whose Trees are 
grown upon a sandy seil. The fruits, however, 
were very handsome and were evidently grown 
upon vigorous trees, though somewhat too hard 
to eat well. 

We noticed, on the table, cantelopes and wa- 
termelons in considerable quantities, which 
were very good looking. We observed too 
some very fine specimens of figs and of foreign 
grapes. 

Flowers, we regretted to see, have become 
very scarce. Midsummer heat and the state of 
the weather which, although it does not amount 
to a drought, is yet very dry, has reduced quite 
lo w the stock of roses outside the greenhouse, 
and has cut short that luxurious bloom which 
usually crowns the efforts of the cultivator of 
the hardy annual flowers.

CLAY MONUMENT. 

Mr. Editor:— In common with every intelli- 
gent man and warm admirer of the genius, 
worth, and services of our illustrious Henry 
Clay, I hav* felt, from tbe first moment it was 
proposed, a lively interest in his monument 
Nothing; doubtinsr the patrif«ti?m and zeal with 
which it would be prosecuted, 1 must confess 1 
felt a painful degree of anxiety as to the shape 
it would take, amid the conflicting tastes, hu- 
mors, and interests which would be awakened 
in its progress; and have carefully read nearly 
every thing, I believe, which has been published 
on the subject. You can readily understand 
that thi? anxieiy has not been abated one whit 
by what you say in your paper of the 2nd inst. 
Hoping almost against hope that I may be able 
to shed one feeble ray of light upon the subject, 
I modestly offer the following communication 
for your eolumns. 

When in Lexington some months asjo, I m*de 
diligent inquiries of those best informed upon 
the subject, inspected most of the numerous 
drawings and mouels, and must confess that I 
was highly delighted to find such unanimity u >- 
on several points upon which my own mind had 
settled down as cardinal points in the whole 
operation. 

They were — 1st. That the monument should 
include and protect a marble bust at least, or, 
still better, a marble statue of the illustrious 
dead. Hart's, as a distinguished and finished 
Kentucky artist, was of course in my mind. 
2d. Of course, and as a necessity, something in 
the form of a mausoleum, to shelter it from the 
weather. And 3d. And, almost as much a mat- 
ter of course, something in the Gothic form. 
My own preference preponderated vastly in fa- 
vor of something like the Edinboro' monument 
to Sir Walter Scott, which, beautiful as it ap- 
pears in a drawing, I have been told by persons 
of highly cultivated taste is still more beautiful 
in itself. Not a few such who have traveled 
wide and far and seen most that is to be seen, 
pronounce it to be the finest monument in Eu- 
rope. 

Upon entering the room which contained it, 
my attention was instantly drawn to the design 
then partially fixed upon, of Mr. Hamilton, as 
being not only the finest thing in itself, but the 
only one fulfilling most of the above conditions. 
At first, indeed, I did not take it for Gothic, but 
ather for Saracenic, thougn perhaps I have an 
eye as highly educated in Gothic forms as most 
untraveled Americans. A littl» close inspection 
informed me that nearly all its details were 
strictly Gothic. 

But that closer inspection was far from being 
entirely satisfactory: First, on account of that 
very want of boldness of cbaractt r which ren- 
dered such a momentary misUke possible. In 
glancing at the Scott Monument there is no such 
danger Secondly, on account of the impossi- 
bility of reconciling so much of the Saracenic 
Mausoleum form with the Gothic elevation 
ami symmetry. Thiidly, and much moie 
emphatically, on account of another and like 
consequence, the necessity of a roof and stained 
glass windows which, in my view, are utterly 
irreconcilable with th» dignity, solidity, and 
almost imperishable permanence of such a mon- 
ument. 

if Mr. Hamilton's design were adopted, in 
my judgment an indispensable corollary from it 
would be the investment of one-fifihorone tenth 
of the whole fund o defray the cost of repair^, 
and the creation of a perpetual corporation to 
take charge of them. And even then, the end 
of the whole thing would be the loss of the 
fund, the death of the trustees, and the speedy 
dilapidation of the monument 

I do not then entirely agree with the article in 
your paper of the 2d inst., so fur as to regret 
that the partial decision in favor of Mr. H.*- 
de.-igu Jas not been confirmed. 

And whilst I fully agree with you as to the 
loftiness, grandeur, aud magnificence of the 
Monument to which Mr. Clay is entitled, and in 
th»; opinion that the nation is fully prepared to 
contribute almost any amount for that purpose, 
were proper measures set on foot to draw forth 
those contributions even to the extent of $150,- 
000, which is said to have been the cost of Sir 
Walter Scott's monument; yet I must confess 
that my higher moral sense, wou'd, by such an 
expenditure, be as much shocked by needless 
extravagance in one direction, as yours seems to 
have been, in an opposite direction, by a lofty 
and noble apprehension of meanness and parsi- 
mony, or even the possible suspicion of them. 

I believe a mouumeni, very much like tha of 
Scott's, only more taper and graceful — more in 
the proportion of the tower and spire of St. 
Stephen's Church in Vienna, or of Trinity 
Church, New York, or Dr. Potts's Church, New 
York — all of which are massive stone to the 
very top of the cross — could be erected with a 
base of 20 or 30 feet and a height of two or 
three hundred, for less tha $50,000.

J^" We did what we could by our own per- 
sonal" elAy-tion6 on Monday to quell the violent 
feUogs-^revalent in the city. Early in the af- 
ternoon we went to the First ward polls, and, 
Whig' received with loud acclamations by the 
,\»TBfi.fiitywd there, we addressed a few words 
lO the assemblage, earnestly beseeching all our 
friends to deport themselves peaceably, to show 
themselves the guardians of good order, and to 
let no obstacle be offered to any political oppo 
nent who wished to record his vote. Having 
heard .declarations from the crowd that the Ro- 
man Catholic church in that part of the city was 
filled with arms, and that an attack upon that 
edifice was contemplated, we appealed to them 
by eveif consideration that could touch the hu- 
man heitrt not to disgrace themselves, their par- 
ty, and the American name, by the perpetration 
of *«ch a deed of shame and infamy. From the 
ge n er a l response of those present, we have rea- 
son to conclude that our humble appeal was not 
without itsweffect. 

A little before 10 o'clock at night, some gen- 
tleweh came to our dwelling-house in great 
htfste to say that a mob was on its way to the 
<rtRee of the Louisville Times with the avowed 
determination of demolishing it, and that our 
of opinion that we could save it. 
our utmost speed to the Times 
but the crowd, to the number of four or 
five hundred, was there before us, and our junior 
editor was making a strong appeal to them 
against the destruction of private property. — 
Believing that we might, from our position 
(hough not from any talent as a speaker, exert 
a Salutary influence upon the multitude, we ex- 
horted them, in the very strongest terms we 
could command, to disperse and do no violence. 
Bastantly they left the spot and repaired to our 
txwn oflice, but we did not accompany them

"We detest and scorn and abhor mob-law just 
as much to-day as we did when we seen 
hkely to be its victim, and we wish to be con- 
sidered as repeating most emphatically every 
term of denunciation in relation to it that we 
tfttered then. If a man feels himself intolera 
bly insulted or injured or outraged by an indi- 
vidual, let him, single-handed, seek redress, but 
let all honest men, all fcrave men, all good men, 
rn with bitter loathing from the infamous 
ought of uniting with a mob to destroy the 
property of private persons in which innocent 
wives and sons and daughters may have an in 
terest, and from the destruction of which they 
may be the greatest sufferers.

Events ok this Forenoon.— At an early 
hour, a large crowd of people, anxious and ex- 
cited, filled the grounds around the two court- 
houses, corner of Sixth and Jefferson streets, and 
about the jail, eager to witness the events of the 
judicial investigations to take place, see the 
Irish prisoners charged with shooting the Ameri- 
cans in the first ward from the windows of hou 
ses some quarter of a mile from the place of vo- 
ting, and with shooting and killing Americans 
from the windows of houses in the eighth ward, 
some two squares from the polls 

The City Judge thought proper not to enter 
upon the investigation of the cases, but allowed 
permits to be given to the wounded for the hos- 
pital, and took other proper steps with the ac 
cused, so as to secure a fair and dispassionate 
trial, after proper time allowed to collect the 
testimony. 

The Mayor, whose exertions for peace have 
been energetic aud unremitted, caused a commit- 
tee, consisting of a large number of orderly and 
quiet citizens, to be formed to circulate among 
the people, to calm excitement, and induce them 
to return to their homes and to their business. 
The efforts of these gentlemen were prompt and 
not without success. They prepared the minds 
of the crowd to give an attentive hearing to an 
affecting, able, and eloquent appeal made by the 
Hon. W. F. Bullock, which, from the stand in 
the court-house yard, was followed by a few 
feeling, soothing, and kind remarks from Gen. 
Pilcher, who was loudly called for. Gen. P. 
moved, upon many seconding voices, that 
the people there assembled should one and all 
retire to their respective homes and business pur- 
suits; wnich motion was put and carried by ac- 
clamation; and all seemed order and quiet in 
that part of the city at 10\ o'cl jck, A. M.

Fellow-Citizens: In the Louisville Journal 
of this morning 1 fi.id the following passage: 
"We are not now piepared to say that they (as- 
saults committed by foreigners) • • • were in- 
stigated by direct instructions of men with 
fiendish hearts who control in a great measure 
the passions, and are able to dictate actions to 
the Germans; nd liish, who made these attacks."

NEWS ITEMS. 
J^" From Central Asia has been received 
very important news, by way of Bombay and 
England. It appears that the Russian troops, 
who had long been stationed on the frontier, had 
advanced into the territory of the Khan of 
Khiva, engaged his army, and defeated a large 
portion of it. They were at the same time as- 
sembling in great force near Kokan, and it was 
thought that they would soon have the limits of 
their conquests in the East bounded by this lat- 
ter place and Khiva. Persia was secretly aid- 
ing Russia, and the King of Bokhara was 
watching in alarm the quiet absorption of his 
neighbors, Khiva and Kokan, by the Northern 
Colossus. 

Philadelphia and Baltimore Central Railroad 
We learn from the Chester County (Pa.) Press, 
that, of the whole portion of this road now un- 
der contract, Deing 36 miles, there are graded 
lb\ miles — 4^ miles in Delaware county, and 11 
miles in Chester county. From the advanced 
state of tile work no doubt is said to be enter- 
tained that the grading and bridging may readi- 
ly be completed from the Westchester Railroad 
to the Maryland State line by the first of No- 
vember next, but as, according to the terms of 
subscription, the installments are not all paya- 
ble until some time next year, this can only be 
effected by voluntary payments of installments, 
by stockholders, in advance of the times at 
which they are due. Several of the large stock- 
holders have already paid up their subscription 

Flood in Winchester. — We learn from the 
Winchester (Va.) Republican that that place 
was visited on Wednesday night last by a ter- 
rific storm which flooded a portion of the town 
to the depth of two feet. The water rose to that 
height in all tbe houses situated in the lower 
part of the town. A considerable amount of 
property was destroyed. Among the sufferers 
are Messrs. Brown & Hollis and J. Liquel, tan- 
ners, and several merchants who had large 
stocks of groceries and wares in their cellars. 
The bridge on Kent street was torn up and 
borne away. At the railroad, the car-house 
above the ticket-office was stove in at the 
side, and a fine new passenger car greatly dam- 
aged. In two or three places between the depot 
and the second mile post, the railway was so 
much injured as to prevent the departure of the 
Thursday morning train for Harper's Ferry. It is 
supposed that much damage was also caused in 
the surrounding country. 

fl^TA correspondent of the Milwaukee Sen- 
tinel gives the following description of the great 
Black S*amp of Ohio: 

Imagine all the swamps in Wisconsin con- 
glomerated into one, with all the forests great 
and small, throughout the length and breadth 
of that State, mingled into one vast swamp, and 
I doubt whether it would compare for a mo- 
ment with the Black Swamp. It reaches from 
Lake Eneto the headwaters of the Wabash, the 
Maumee, and the St. Mary, a distance of 150 
mile6, and its average width is over 30 miles, 
embracing over 1,000,000 acres of the richest 
land that the sun ever shone upon. Portions of 
this vast swamp have been subdued by the har- 
dy pioneer, who has ventured to penetrate its 
unbroken forests, and the land cultivated by the 
persevering husbandman, if health is spared, 
returns a rich reward for his toils in overflow- 
ing granaries and bountiful harvests. The soil 
is a deep black loam, and is well adapted to 
corn, oats, and grasses, and the timber is the 
finest I ever saw. Hickory, elm, white ash, 
and black walnut all seem to vie with each other 
in their vain eflbits to reach the skies; still all 
of them exhibit a commendable enterprise in 
rearing their lofty trunks heavenward. Straight 
as an arrow, and standing impenetrably think, 
covered with water to the depth of from two to 
eight inches, and whose innermost recesses have 
never been trod by the foot of man, this forest 
is a sublime spectacle to look upon.

The Riots. — As we stated yesterday, there 
were several fist-fights at the different polls 
yesterday morning. Immediately after dinner 
matters assumed a more violent aspect. The 
first sarious difficulty occurred in the upper part 
of the city. A couple of gentlemen were riding 
along in a carriage, when they were fired at 
from a house by Germans or Irish and one of 
them wounded. The firing was repeated. Ed. 
Williams, a watchman in the Second ward, 
Joseph Selvage, and John Latta, Americans, went 
there. Latta had his leg shattered by a musket- 
ball, Selvage received several buckshots about 
his body, and Williams was slightly injured. 

The report reached the lower part of the city 
that six Americans had been shot and were ly- 
ing in Dr. Pyles's office. This caused the 
assembling of a large crowd, which proceeded 
up town. The first attack made by the crowd 
was on a German named John Vogt, in a house 
from which shots had been fired upon Americans, 
on the corner of Clay and Madison. He was 
shot, stabbed, and beaten. Another German, 
named Jacob, who was sitting on a staircase, 
was dragged out, stabbed, and beaten. His re- 
covery is doubtful. Everything in the lower 
part of the house was broken to pieces. 

The crowd proceeded to the corner of Madi- 
son and Shelby, where firing from the houses 
had taken place, and they riddled two grocer- 
ies. A German ropemaker named Hein, who 
was walking along the street, was beset by the 
crowd and terribly beaten. 

The crowd then ransacked a German beer- 
house, corner of Walnut and Shelby, kept by C. 
Kiszler, and two houses occupied by Germans 
on the corner of Shelby and Marshall. A Ger- 
man named John Feller was stabbed seven times, 
but not dangerously injured. 

The next scene of the riot was on Jefferson 
street, near Beargrass creek. Here a party 
of gentlemen coming into the city was fired 
upon from the houses, and some of them seri- 
ously wounded. Armbruster's brewery and 
several houses were attacked, and the con- 
tents demolished. The brewery was after- 
wards fired and burned down, with several 
other houses. A number of window-panes in 
other houses were broken. Several Germans 
were very badly beaten, and an Irishman, named 
Patrick Murphy, was shot; he died this mom 
ing. On Preston street, below Main, John Suth- 
erland, an American, was shot, but not danger- 
ously injured, and an Irishman was shot and 
beaten. 

All the German houses attacked were those 
fiom which shots had been fired by the occu-

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While this was going on in the upper part of 
the city, several persons were fired upon on 
the lower part of Main street. About 5 o'- 
clock, two Americans were shot from an Irish 
house, while going along on Chapel street. This 
at once brought the excitement to the highest 
pitch. The Irish row, on Main street, above 
Eleventh, was attacked and fired, and several 
persons were killed and some burned. A laige 
number were wounded. The Irishman who shot 
Graham while he was taking care of Rhoades, 
an American who had been shot, was hung, but 
cut down before he died. At least thirty shots 
were fired from houses on Chapel street. It is 
impossible to ascertain all that were wounded 
Malvin H Scott, American, has his arm badly 
shattered by a ball. 

Seven or eight houses on the north side of 
Main street, above Eleventh, and two on the 
south side, were burned. A man named Rich- 
ard Blackburn, who had hold of the pipe of 
the American Eagle Company, was shot about 
3 o'clock this morning. The houses were 
nearly all owned by Francis Quinn, who was 
killed. 

Later at night, one of the groceries ransacked 
on Madison street was burned down, and also 
two Irish cooper-shops on Main street. There 
were several German cooper-shops in the same 
vicinity, but none of them were burned. We 
are credibly informed that the mob had nothing 
to do with this fire. 

There were some warlike demonstrations this 
morning on Fifth street, near Main, but bett?r 
counsel prevailed, and the crowd finally dis- 
persed 

We have given the above hastily and obtained 
the particulars from sources which we consider 
most reliable. 

The coroner has held inquests on the follow 
ing bodies: 

William Graham, an American and foundery 
man, was killed on Chapel st. by oeing shot in the 
stomach on Monday evening, and died imme- 
diately. The shooting was done by an Irishman, 
who was shot and hung, but before life was 
extinct cut down. He died a few hours after- 
wards. He was buried, but the coroner will 
have his body taken up. 

Theodore Rhoads, an American, aged 30, re- 
siding on Main street, balow Eleventh, was shot 
and stabbed in the street in the Eighth ward. 
He leaves a family. 

John Hudson, an American, residing on Green 
street, near Preston, was shot in the back of the 
head in the Eighth ward. 

Powell Rothhaupt^a German wagonmaker, 
stabbed at Schardein's precinct. Died in about 
eight hours afterwards. Leaves a family. 

Joseph Allison, an Irish Protestant, was shot 
on the corner of Market and Chapel streets. 
He and his wife bad secreted themselves under 
a bed, but were dragged out. 

The body of Francis Quinn, an Irishman, is 
deposited in the court-house. The coroner has 
not ye* held an inquest on it. He was shot in 
the groin. 

The bodies of a man and a woman burned, 
both Irish and residents on Main street, above 
Eleventh, are also deposited in the court-house. 

There is one man dead in the hospital and two 
are not expected to recover. 
There is also an Irishman dead in the jail. 
A German, named Jacob, corner of Madison 
and Shelby, is not expected to recover. 

The coroner was summoned at noon to hold 
an inquest on the body of an Irishman named 
thatw
